‘marauding junks were taken ¢o Hong- 
kong, tried and found guilty of piracy. 
‘They were, nowever, freed by the 
Supreme court in Hongkong on the 
ground that there had been no piracy 
‘because no robbery had. been com- 
mitted. It is just as well that the 
Privy Council has put the matter 
straight, though regrettable that the 
‘men who were caught committing the 
crime will in the circumstances go 
free. These niceties of the law are 
apt sometimes to bewilder the layman, 
especially when it is obvious 
that the reason the two  junks 
were attacking the third was because 
they intended, having subjugated it, 
to loot it of whatever valuables there 
were on board. The full criminal in- 
‘tent was there, whether the pirates 
were successful or not, and the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in Hong- 
ong seems to have erred in not tak- 
1g that fact into consideration, but

It may be a long time 
Defore it is possible fo frame legisla- 
tion along the lines adopted in other 
countries; indeed in thelr case agita- 
tion proceeded for a great while be- 
fore the neea of enactments was fully 
realized. In the meantime, however, 
there is plenty of room’ for pro- 
paganda work amongst the Chinese 
by their own people. Of most of the 
‘eases which come to notice it might 
be said that the cruelty arises more 
from lack of thought than actual 
wantonness. There are. ‘many 
amongst the Chinese people who are 
‘great animal lovers, as witness the 
care and attention They bestow upon 
their birds, and dogs, when they 
happen to keep them. Where people 
are seen carrying poultry by the 
wings it is not to be attributed to 
callousness to suffering so much as to 
lack of knowledge that such a process 
does give unnecessary pain. Conse- 
quently until suitable legislation can 
be passed, the Society in Nanking will 
have plenty of work to do to spread 
ithe doctrine of thoughtful treatment 
‘of animals, in which work they will 


have the’ sympathetic support of 
many.

GOLD BAR EXCHANGES 


As a commentator in a local 
weekly publication says on the sub- 
ject of Gold Bar “Exchanges “A 
number of people have been per 
sistent in their condemnation of the 
activities of the Shanghai Gold Stock 
Exchange, demanding the closing 
down of that institution, Others are, 
however, convinced that the Gold 
Bar Exchange is serving legitimate 
and necessary purposes. ‘There is a 
third group which opines that not 
only is the Gold Stock Exchange at 
Shanghai essential for the well 
being of humanity, but is insufficient 
for world requirements” This di- 
versity of opinion is not shared in 
Hongkong where jt was recently an- 
nounced that steps would be taken 
to do away with such undertakings. 
Recently the Attorney General there 
introduced “A Bill to regulate and’ 
control Exchanges” in the Legisla~ 
tive Couneil, and in doing so re 
marked that ‘its aim was to make 
unlawful such concerns as the recent 
gold bar exchanges, which were 
mere bucket shops, amd served no 
purpose except to provide the com- 
munity with one form of gambling. 
‘The Hongkong Attorney General 
seems to have been a little hard in 
his treatment of the gold bar ex- 
changes, It is stated on the best pos- 
sible authority that institutions such 
fas these are established by_philan- 
thropically minded people for the 
purpose of giving others something 
to do in their spare time. It is also 
emphasized, especially in Shanghai,

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AN ANNIVERSARY 
July 25, 


‘Twenty five years ago a compara 
tively young man was awakened 
from his sleep before dawn. It was 
a Sunday, a day when at least all 
the Christian world expects to sleep 
a little later, but Alfred LeBlanc, 
hustled his friend, L. Bleriot, out of 
bed and out to a ficld on a little 
farm near Calais for some _preli- 
minary practice flying. The weather 
had proved favourable that morn- 
ing, and with a little luck Bleriot 
hoped to cross the Channel in his 
monoplane No. XI, and so win the 
prize of £10,000 ‘offered by the 
“Daily Mail” for the first aviator to 
do so, Hubert Latham had at- 
tempted the same feat but six days 
before, when spark failure brought 
him down six miles from the 
French coast to be picked up by an 
accompanying torpedo boat destroy- 
er, the crew of which found him 
sitting serenely in his machine, 
buoyed up by the great hollow 
wings, smoking a cigarette. Rough 
handling of the aeroplane, however, 
resulted in its being landed very. 
much wrecked and for the time he 
was out of the running. Bleriot 
reached the field on his crutenes, 
having suffered from a burned foot 
in a recent accident, but discarding 
those aids he climbed into his 
chine, remarking as he did so “It 
Teannot walk I will show the world 
Tecan fly.” For some minutes he 
circled “about the ground where 
even at that hour some scores of 
spectators. had assembled. The 
flyer was in admirable trim, the 
pilot in buoyant spirits, and_ the 
destroyer Escopette well out at sea 
to escort her swift aerial charge as 
well as might be, swift in those 
days, for forty-five miles an hour 
was considered speedy indeed. 

‘Mr. Alfred Francis Zahm, in his 
informative history of aerial navi- 
gation describes what follows in so 
graphic a style that it will well 
deserve repetition here: 

‘The moment of departure had 
Bleriot, buttoned in his 
iting sult and hood, sat on 
jed machine, headed 
ind surrounded by a 
swishers. At 4.35 th 
raft with propeller 
whirring, sped along” the ground, 
rose gracefully in the air and shot 
bravely over the precipice, with the 
hustling aviator on its back. The 
‘admiring spectators were wild with 
exeltement and joy. But there was 
fone sad group in Calais that morn- 
ing, Gatham and his watchers, who 
had been waiting for better ‘wea 
ther, rose in time to see his Fival on 
‘the ‘wing, but too late for pursuit, 
as the wind had suddenty’ risen’ 
‘The unwary boy remained behind, 
weeping with disappointment. 


Blerfot was now soaring high ove: 
the sea, faring toward Dover with- 
out a guide or a compass. "For 
some time he could obterve the 
Escopette following him, her great 
column of smoke obscuring the new 
risen sun, Presently both shores 
vanished, and for ten minutes he 
could desery neither land nor signal 
of any kind. He was sailing over 
the sea at forty miles an hour and 
drifting with the air he knew not 
whither; but he allowed his fery 
steed to foliow {ts instinct, as a 
bewildered horseman does” some- 
times. "Along the horizon now ap- 
peared the white cliffs of the Eng- 
lish shore. He was headed not for 
Dover put for Deal, carried adrift 
by the southwest ' wind. Three 
Doats crossing his course seemed 
plying for some port on his left, 
and Kalled him with lively greeting. 
He could not well inquire the way, 
but he followed the general course 
of the vessels, soaring high aloft, 
At length he ‘saw a man. on. the 
lift violently waving a tricolor, and 
strenuously shouting: "Bravo! 
Bravo!” He plunged in the diree- 
tion of the signaller, whom he knew 
to be his friend M. Montaine. On 
nearing the earth he was caught in 
a violent turmoil of air and whirled 
about. Wishing to land at once, he 
stopped his power sixty feet aloft, 
and swooped abruptly down with 
an awakening thud upon the old 
English soll, sleeping in the peace- 
ful sunlight’ of a Sabbath morning. 

Bleriot’s landing was the greatest 
jolt fo British insularity since the 
birth of steam navigation. Neverthe

less it was weloomed with unfeigned 
delight as emphasizing the triumph 
of a new art which enriches all 
people, Shortly afterward was 
erected on the spot a monument in 
white granite having the plan and 
size of the renowned No, XI mono- 
plane, 

Sportsmanlike, Latham wired his 
congratulations ‘to Bleriot, expres: 
sing the hope to follow ere long. 
‘Two days later he flew across the 
Channel to within one mille of the 
English coast, where he had to land 
in the water again because of motor 
failure. “This time he struck the sea 
so violently and suffered a broken 
hose. His goggles were shattered 
and cut his face. 

‘A Frenchman had brought to ful- 
fAlment the promise which Cowper 
ut into the mouth of the “Druid, 
hoary chief,” for the comfort of the 
Joutraged Boadicea:- 

‘Then the progeny that springs 

From the forests of our land 
‘Armed with thunder, clad» with 

‘wings 
Shall a wider world command, 
‘Man was on the verge of the con- 
jquest of the empyrean: Great Bri- 
{tain’s geographical insularity had 
been broken down; man had com- 
menced to travel in the third di 
mension. It would be impossible to 
leave so fascinating a story without 
referring to the enormous progress 
that has been made in the twenty- 
five years since a “crazy French- 
man” violated England's isolation on 
Ja Sabbath morning. A few days 
more than five years afterwards the 
[Great War was in full swing. Man- 
kind took his hostility into the air. 
Brave youths sought out their 
jenemy in a new medium on flimsy 
machines compared with the crea 
tions which now roam over the 
whole of the earth. They demand- 
Jed of their planes performances 
which in those days were fool 
hardly, but now are accepted as 
Jordinary manceuvres to be expected 
Jof any ‘aeroplane worthy of the 


Jand none of the other Asistie prob- 
lems which were in existence at 
ithe time of the first conference and 
those which have arisen since, chall 
Ibe discussed, the issue has’ been 
narrowed to the greatest possible 
Jextent, with the likelihood of any 
Jattempt to widen it leading to the 
Jcomplete failure of the whole dis- 
Jcusvion. ‘The question of whether 
Japan can or cannot afford to 
Jpermit such discussions really does 
‘not enter into the matter, for, whe- 
ther she can or cannot, she is 
Jdctermined that they shall not be 
included in the agenda of any con- 
ference at which she would be 
invited to attend. 

It is suggested that the way in 
Which the United States will meet 
the Japanese demand for parity is 
}to insist upon the right to ersate 
further naval bases in the Pacific, 
some within easy reach of the 
JJapanese shores by means of aero 
plane. It is suggested for example 
that Dutch Harbour, Alaska, might 
form one of such bases, and that is 
jonly some seven hundred miles 
from the mainland of Asia, and 
there appear to. be other” spots 
jequally capable of development, 
Jwhich' when effected would mean 
the establishment of far-flung 
defensive outposts, necessitated in 
view of the Japanese desires to 
secure the greatest possible degree 
Jot naval development. The defen- 
sive nature of such an arrangement 
—offensive though it undoubtedly 
Jappears to be at first glance—must 
be emphasized in view of the fact 
that whereas under the 5-5-3 ratio 
Japan was accorded a sufficient 
strength for all defensive purposes, 
‘the increase in Japanese naval 
}powers, such as is being demanded, 
{in fact transforms a defensive or- 
lyanization into one capable of 
speedy and effective offense. With 
Japan situated as she is at present, 
Jand the difficulty of any naval foree 








name, ‘The war was not long over, 
Jand it was still within a decage of 
Bleriot's flight when Alcock and 
Brown conquered the Atlant 
jand as the years have passed th 
mastery of the air has become more 
jand more of an actual fact. It is 
‘apparent that there is still much to 
learn, and if in the next twenty- 
five years as much progress is made 
‘a5 has already been accomplished 
it still will not diminish the great- 
hess of such achievements of those 
Pioneers such as Bleriot and his 
contemporaries who proved the 
‘wings with which man was equip- 
ping himself. 











THE NAVAL GAME 
July 26. 

‘The welter of naval news which 
appeared in yesterday's issue indi- 
Jcates the great interest which is 
being taken in the naval con- 
ference due to take place next 
jyear, and the manner in which 
Jcounterproposals are being devised 
to offset the Japanese claim to 
parity, instead of the 5-5-3 ratio to 
jwhich the island empire now so 
strongly objects. The exact nature 
what Washington's reply to 
Tokyo's demands will be has not 
yet been divulged, and is untikely 
to be until it has been formally 
[lodged with the Japanese Govern 
ment, or, perhaps, not until the 
conference actually meets. ‘There 
is, nevertheless, sufficient material 
to go on to show that, by a series 
Jof diptomatic checks, an endeavour 
will be made to secure a modifica- 
tion of Japan's demands, though 
how far such a process’ will be 
[successful remains to be seen. At 
the moment there appears to be 
}not the slightest weakening in the 
jattitude adopted by the Japanese 
government, and it is difficult to 
jescape the impression that were 
|there to be any modification of the 
Position already taken up, the Ca- 
binet responsible for such a change 








being able to reach her in sufficient 
strength to stand any reasonable 
Jchance of annihilating her fleet, it 
{s not at all easy to perceive why 
jshe should require more than she 
Jalready has, unless it is for the 
[purpose of at some time or other 
expanding her naval activities 
beyond what was originally con- 
templated. . Consequently, if :t is 
believed—and there is ample 
Jground for so doing—that the ex- 
pansion of the Japanese navy 
beyond its present limits is in its 
nature inherently offensive, then the 
best defensive measure that can be 
Jdevised, having regard to all fac- 
tors, is the construction of bases 
within easy aerial reach of Japan. 


‘The American suggestions, ne- 
Jbulous as they are at the present 
moment—indeed they may only be 
forecasts of the attitude which the 
[United States may ultimately adopt 
—seem to be founded on an appre- 
jclation of the very real dread 
in Japan of the existence of 
places near to itself whence aero- 
planes in force might be sent to 
destroy the very nerve centres of 
the nation’s defence. Such an one 
is undoubtedly Viadivostok, or in- 
Jdeed any suitable spot in the Mari- 
time Provinces. Viadivostok as 
Jan air base is a spearhead pre- 
sented at the very vitals of Japan. 
The multiplication of such threats 
by the creation of other such bases 
by the United States, or indeed, any 
Jother Power in a position to do 50, 
constitutes a threat which may not 
lentirely be removed by the posses- 
jsion of a larger number of major 
Jwar vessels. To that extent the 
/Stggested American proposal has an 
jundoubted significance. It does in- 
[deed constitute a powerful reply to 
[the Japanese demand for parity and 
brings America within closer strik- 
ing distance, even if only for the 
Jdefensive purposes with which 
Washington is to be unhesitatingly 
jeredited. There then rises the 
Jcomforting reflection that the Pow- 
Jers are not entirely devoid of bar- 
gaining points when it comes to the 
final conference, not without some 


would specdly be in disfavour not 
only with the naval and military 
fieaders of the country but with the 
Japanese public at large.

GRAVE SITUATION 
July 27. 


A situation of the utmost gravity 
‘has arisen in Europe as the result 
Jof the Austrian Nazi coup which 
has resulted in the murder of Dr. 
Engelbert Dollfuss. At the time of 
writing it would appear that “the 
Jmovement which resulted in the 
slaying of the little man, whose 
greatness must be measured by 
other standards than his stature, 
Jamounts to no more than the sue- 
lcessful carrying out of a plot to 
remove a man who has been a 
jstumbling block in the way of the 
Austrian Nazis, and those in Ger- 
Jmany who have been actively 
backing them in a manner which 
has called tor repeated protests 
{from the Austrian Government. It 
is nothing but plain, horrible assas- 
Jsination which passes the power of 
words adequately to condemn, Doll- 
fuss was actuated in what he did by 
the best possible motives. He was 
seeking to serve the interests of his 
jcountry in the way he found most 
jagreeable to its needs, whole-heart- 
fedly, with a lion-like courage out 
of ail proportion to the small frame 
[which housed so great @ soul and 
lhe has been cut down by the foul 
hand of murder as loathsome in its 
jeonception as it was cowardly in 
its execution. These words are not 
written merely because Dr. Dollfuss 
happens to be the victim of a das- 
tardly bullet, they would be equally 
applicable df it were Herr Hitler 
jwho had thus been made to suffer. 
‘The sane people of the world abhor 
political murder because of its 
futility. It will be futile in this 
Instance. Immediately into the 
[perilous shoes of the fallen Chan- 
fcellor, there has stepped another 
jman, a Roman Catholic, a monar- 
jchist, and a man whose courage 1s 
}proved by the readiness with which 
he assumed the responsibilities 
Jwhich acceptance of office entailed. 
Human fortitude is not scared by 
the assassin's bullet; it rises superior 
to fear, follows the dictates of duty 
Jborn of conviction and braves the 
coward in his very teeth. ‘The 
}world has now to take farewell of 
]a romantic figure in the person of 
Dr. Dollfuss, whose passing will 
jenrich the world by the splendour 
of his example and leave it “stirred 
jup with high hopes of living to be 
brave men and worthy patriots, 
ldear to God and famous to all 
ages.” 


It was but three days ago that 
reference was made in this column 
to the delicate situation prevailing 
jin Europe as a result of the deter- 
mined German push towards the 
fachievement of the anschluss dear 
to those who have adopted the 
[Teutonic ideal in its entirety, and 
it was pointed out what grave 
[developments were likely to follow 
lupon anything in the nature of a 
disturbance which might have for 
its end the union of Germany and 
Austria. This tragedy in Vienna 
has brought the arguments hen 
used home with telling force, and 
Europe stands at this moment clo:

jing the Danube. It is stated that

the greatest vigilanc In Great 
Britain the effect of what is hap- 
pening in Austria is being watched 
mast closely, and, obviously, with 
Jan uneasiness arising from a full 
Jappreciation of the gravity of the 
situation which has been accentuat- 
led with these recent happenings. 
‘The state of affairs Bas passed from 
the delicacy which was commented 
Jupon but three days ago, and has 
Jassumed a complexion the serious- 
ness of which can in no way be 
discounted. It is conceivable that 
jevery effort will be made on the 
part of Great Britain, France and 
Ttaly to prevent a breach of the 
present attenuated peace. The 
leaders of those countries would be 
lacking in responsibility it every 
jendeavour were not made to pre- 
serve the present scant remnanis of 
stability which are still to be found 
in the European situation. Undoub- 
tedly ‘the patience of all will be 
strained to the utmost if 1924 is, 
‘not to be ushered out in another 
jweller of blood, and hideous im-

degree it devolves upon those who 
fbave used German territory for the 
[purpose of fostering unrest in Aus- 
‘ria, upon those who have permitted 
these revolutionaries to seek refuge 
within its borders, and allowed 
them by every means at their dis- 
posal to keep the cauldron of dis- 
Content seething in the manner they 
have done ever since Dr. Dollfuss 
went into power. ‘The responsibi- 
lity lies fairly and squarely before 
‘those who have decided to further 
‘the policy of anschluss by hook or 
crook, regardless of consequences, 
regardless of the fact that the 
/weight of opinion, nay of determi- 
nation is completely against th 
|And what is more serious they have 
outraged the feelings of countries 
‘which have sought to obtain for 
Germany an amelioration of the 
larduous terms the continued imposi- 
tion of which France has so keenly 
insisted on, This alienation of 
foreign public opinion is no Ught 
matter for Germany. Tt has been 
hoped that as time passed the op- 
[position of such countries as Italy 
to the German middle Europe 
scheme would have convinced its 
leaders at least of its inopportune- 
ness. ‘That does not appear to have 
occurred. In their fixity of pur- 
pose the leaders of Germany, 
who may or may not have een 
under, the complete control of Herr 
Hitler have done a definite disser- 
vice to the cause of peace, and have 
brought the possibilities of another 
horrible war within tragically mea- 
[surable distance. It is not too late 
to retrace some of the steps which 
have been taken; there is still time 
for Germany to co-operate in the 
maintenance of this peace, which, 
no matter how bad it may he in 
‘some aspects, is certainly much bet- 
ter than a war or any other peace 
likely to result therefrom,

almost exclusively for the benefit of 
the rickshaw owners, and directly 
opposed to the interest of the pul- 
Jers and the public at large, In 
their fancied security the first 
named had for years past ignored 
‘the public's demands. for anim 
provement of their vehicles, by 
Feason of a laxity which is’ still 
greatly to be deplored a monopoly 
grew up in which public rickshaw 
Ueences acquired a value out of all 
proportion to their temporary na- 
ture and the rickshaw puller re- 
duced to a position of grossly 
underpaid servitude which, - while 

suspected for some time, came ns 
considerable shock when fully 
Yevoaled in all its unpleasantness. 
From the commencement the  at- 
titude of the rickshaw owners was 
deflant. ‘They would have none of 
the report nor subscribe to any of 
its reforms. ‘They countered with 
offers so meagre in their dimensions 
‘8 to give rise to the conviction that 
they amounted to no more than a 
contemptuous gesture. They fol- 
Towed this up with threats as {0 
What would happen should the 
Council persist in carrying through 
the reforms which had been sug- 
gested. The possibility of a strike 
‘was mooted, and the suggestion of 
mdant disorders not entirely 
omitted from thelr representations, 
When the necessity. to register 
ownership was brought to thelr 
notice, a fair number complied 
with the new requirement; the ma- 
jority remained stubborn’ in their 
Gefiance, refused, or neglected to 
erister, and at the eleventh hour 
sought an adjustment of the matter 
through mediation. In this latter 
onnection itis impossible to eseape 
‘he conclusion that even here there 
was either a failure to understand

The result 
is that a straight issue has been 
ralsed as to whose will shall pre- 
vail, that of the Council or that of 
the rickshaw owners.

sentment in no uncertain tones. 
‘Therein lies the possibility of dis- 

* order in the Settlement which the 
rickshaw owners were by no means 
backward in suggesting to the 
Council might result if the contem~ 
plated reforms were put into effect. 
‘The story they will be able to tell 
the unfortunate puller is that be- 
catise the Council will not grant 
‘the licences the vehicles will not-be 
vented out, and, in the minds of 
‘this uninformed’ class, the respon- 
sibility will be placed on the 
shoulders of the authorities, who 
will thus be forced into the role of 
the wicked uncle, That is the only 
piece which the rickshaw owners 
have at their disposal and it is to 
be anticipated that they will make 
‘the best possible use of it they can, 
‘To a great extent this can be met 
by propaganda properly conducted 
by the authorities and it is to be 
hoped that everything that can be 
will be done in this direction. It is 
emphasized that this is particularly 
necessary because there are indica- 
tions that where the coolies have 
properly understood the issue be- 
tween the Council and the owners 
they have been strongly in favour 
of the former's policy, and equally 
as firm in the denunciation of the 
laters’. 

No reasonably minded person 
desires to have trouble such as has 
been suggested by the rickshaw 
owners as a possibility. When once 
they commence it is not always 
‘easy to anticipate where they will 
end, but a time comes when the 
will of the authorities has to be 
imposed upon those whose affairs 
they are appointed to administer. 
‘There is not the slightest doubt as 
to what the public think of the 
iniquities in the rickshaw system 
which the Massey Report so suc- 
cinetly revealed, nor is it to be 
expected or desired that the Council 
will recede from the very proper 
position it has adopted. To do so 
‘at this juncture would be to display 
a woakness the repercussion of 
which might be disastrous in other 
directions. It is to be hoped, that 
should matters come to the ‘pitch 
which is suggested, the authorities 
of the International Settlement will 
receive all the support possible from 
whatever Chinese authorities may 
ultimately be concerned. They are 
perfectly entitled to expect it, for 
‘they are endeavouring to effect a 
reform in the interests of a large 
and deserving class of inarticulate 
Chinese, seeking to dissipate an 
evil, the continuance of which in 
‘the absence of adequate Chinese 
co-operation would reflect un- 
favourably upon any who prevented 
the attainment of what is in view. 
‘There are still some days before 
August 1, and it is to be hoped that 
everything will be done for . the 
purpose of bringing the rickshaw 
owners to a realization that what 
the Council, with the support of the 
ratepayers, "has set out to do will 
be accomplished. Sufficient time 
still exists for the owners to r 
from the uncompromising position 
‘they have adopted, still an opportu- 
nily for them to ‘realize, without 
having to learn the lesson too 
hardly, that the Couneil is going to 
govern, and is going to effect such 
reforms as may be considered desir- 
able. To fail in this instance would 
be lamentable.

of the area in question, Apart from 
the damage done to motoring 
it has to be remembered that 
these recent developments may 
in the long run operate against the 
best interests of the authorities in 
reducing the use of the new roads 
which are now being enthusiasti- 
cally made, and, consequently, the 
Fevenue to be derived from the ve- 
hhicles traversing them. Evidence 
of this is already to be found in the 
business which is being done by the 
Minghong Ferry constructed for the 
use of motor cars. While Chapoo was 
the attraction for those who desired 
to spend the week-end out of 
Shanghai, the ferry is reported to 
have handled between 250 and 300 
motor cars. It is stated that this 
number has dropped recently to 
twenty or thirty, a difference in in- 
come per week-end during the 











summer months of $1,000. That, 
perhaps, is not large com 
pared “with whatever benefits 


the Chinese authorities may antici- 
pate deriving from the closing of 
Chapoo, but the figures lead to fur- 
ther calculations which would sug- 
gest in the ultimate result a 
much more considerable loss. If it 
is a fact that the larger number of 
the owners of those cars which no 
longer go to Chapoo originally took 
out their Chinese licences for the 
purpose of availing themselves of 
the pleasure which the resort 
affords, the fact that they are now 
debarred from it must mean that 
they will no longer require Chinese 
licences, fhe loss to the authorities 
of the’ revenue from 250 cars 
amounting to no inconsiderable sum 
per annum. When to this is added 
the revenue to be derived from the 
large amount of petrol used on the 
road it is easy to Believe that the 
Chinese authorities are likely to 
ose well over a lakh of dollars per 
annum from the immediately per- 
ciptible sources. 

The closing down of Chapoo, for 
apparently military reasons, is a 
direct blow to the encouragement 
touse these new Chinese roads. 
‘The popularity of Chapoo and the 
manner in which it was growing is 
sufficient indication of what might 
have been expected in that district 
in the course of a comparatively 











few years. Where tens were using 
the place a few weeks ago it re- 
quires no stretch of imagination to 
realize that within a very few years 
hundreds would be enjoying the 
facilitics which were offered prior 


ly |to the closing, and which would 


also have increased with the grow- 
ing demand for them. As it is the 
three actions taken by the Chinese 
authorities constitute a knock-out 
blow to all the hopes of those who 
saw in the future a growing use of 
the roads which have been con- 
structed at the cost of so much 
money and labour, and, what is of 
more importance, a possible source 
of continually increasing revenue 
is being destroyed almost as soon as 
its future promise commenced to 
show itself. It may be thought by 
some that the development of an- 
other resort somewhat farther from 
Shanghai may prove an answer to 
these forebodings, but the more 
expensive it is to reach such a place 
the smaller the number of people 
likely to spend money making the 
journey. The proposed develop- 
ment of such a spot, by, it is sug- 
gested, Hangchow interests, may or 
may tot have had something to do 
with the closure of Chapoo, but it 
has to be pointed out that it pro- 
vides no suitable alternative when 
the question of the cost of reaching 
it is taken into consideration. 

It is impossible to leave con- 
sideration of this subject without 
further reference to the closure of 
Chapoo to those who in all good 
faith have invested money in de- 
veloping the place. They bought 
land in the hills and erected build- 
ings thereon. They appear to have 
done so legitimately, and the pre- 
‘sent action of the authorities cal- 
culated to thwart the very end 
for which the investment was made 
must have the effect of making 
other people particularly chary of 
investing in undertakings solely 
under Chinese control. It is ob- 
vious from all the facts available 
‘that no single department of the 
Chinese government can be held 
responsible for these ill-advised 
measures; rather it would appear 
that seVeral departments have been 
at work in the same @irection with- 
‘out either co-operation or the ex- 
change of information with the re- 
sult that a grossly unfair burden has 
been placed upon one section of the 
community. It is a burden which 
it is suggested the Chinese authori- 
ties would do well to remove. As 
Shanghai grows, and it is to be 
emphasized that its growth depends 
upon economic factors which it is 
difficult to believe will ever pass 
out of operation, the need for a 
seaside resort near to the enormous 








city Shanghai must eventually be- 


comie will be all the more impera- 
tive. A review of most of the 
big cities of the world, and Shang- 
hai is already in the first rank, 
shows that they are generally fitted, 
with some seaside resort close at 
hand where people may go for the 
purpose of recuperation at the ex- 
pense of only a few hours journey. 
‘The need for such a place near 
Shanghai has been proved by the 
growing enthusiasm of Shanghai 
residents for Chapoo, and it is 
strongly urged that the attention of 
the Chinese authorities should be 
drawn to the fact that the develop- 
ment of Chapoo constitutes the 
creation of a very definite asset to 
this part of China, and will tend to 
divert a considerable amount of 
‘wealth to an area well in need of 
it, 








RICKSHAW DISPUTE 
July 31. 

At the risk of somewhat boring. 
readers, further reference must be 
made to the possibility of the rick- 
shaw owners bringing about a hold- 
up of rickshaw traffic in their 
struggle with the Municipal Coun- 
cil over the question of registration 
of ownership, and the other reforms 
which it is intended to enforce in 
the near future. Passing reference 
was made, in a leading article on’ 
‘Saturday on the subject of the pos- 
sible strike, to the need for pro- 
Paganda amongst the rickshaw 
coolies in order that they should be 
fully apprised of the fact that the 
innovations which the Council were 
introducing through the Rickshaw 
Board were being enforced in their 
own best interests. Inquiries made 
by members of the staff of the 
“North-China Daily News” some 
short while ago elicited the in- 
formation that the rickshaw pullers 
interviewed knew nothing of the 
dispute which was raging, nor of 
‘the Rickshaw Pullers Union which 
‘was supposed to be whole-heartedly 
in support of the Rickshaw Owners: 
Association. When informed of 
what the Municipal Council was. 
endeavouring to do for them, they. 
became enthusiastic in support of 
the proposals, for no one save, the 
man who wears the shoe knows 
exactly where and how much it 
pinches. The Rickshaw Owners 
appear to have devoted their ear- 
lier propaganda to an attempt to 
spread uneasiness in the minds of 
the ratepayers as to the dire results 
likely to accrue from a continuance 
of the policy which the Council had 
rightly adopted. Obsecure meetings| 
‘of a few rickshaw coolies, obviously 
under the influence of the owners, 

















Passed resolutions supporting the 
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latter, which were speedily publish- 
‘ed for the benefit of the ratepayers 
who it was hoped would be duly 
impressed with the possibility of 
something unfortunate happening 


*|and would waver in the support 


which they were giving the Coun- 
cil. ‘These tactics now appear to 
have undergone a change and the 
latest reports indicate that they are 
devoting their attention to the, 
rickshaw pullers in exactly the 
manner which was forecast in the 
editorial article published on Satur- 
day. It was there suggested that 
the Couneil might be very well ad- 
vised to devote considerable atten- 
tion to this side of the matter, and 
point has since been added to the 
suggestion by the latter from Mrs, 
Ayscough which appeared in the 
correspondence columns yesterday. 

Indeed in all the letters which ap- 
peared on that day there are points 
which deserve consideration by 
the authorities to whose attention 
they are earnestly commended. Mr. 
¥.§, Tsao pleads eloquently for 
‘compromise, but it is possible that 
he will agree that the time for com- 
promise on the part of the Council 
passed when the Rickshaw Owners 
commenced thelr campaign of de 
fiance. That the latter by thelr 
bombast and defiance have placed 
themselves in a position from which 
they cannot recede without loss of 
face is unfortunate, but, neverthe- 
less, .no concern of the Municipal 
Counell whose duty it is to see that 
the wishes of the ratepayers are 
carried out and their authority, 
which has been challenged, defini: 
tely vindicated. Mr. Tsao will rea- 
lize that the Counell have not 
moved hurriedly in the matter and 
that they have rightly or wrongly 
—it can Be conceded now, wrongly, 
—been accused of dilatoriness, In 
that delay the rickshaw owners had 
plenty of time in which to adapt 
themselves to the new conditions if 
they had not busied themselves in 
planning a resistance which should 
result in only one thing—abject 
failure. J. C, on the other hand, 
places a finger lightly on another 
aspect of the matter which is of no 
little importance. He diplomatical- 
ly suggests that the owners, refus- 
ing to allow their vehicles out 
to the pullers, will soon reduce 
them to a state of desperation as 
the principal sufferers, and suggests 
that the Rickshaw Mission might 
be @ worthy cause for charity dur- 
Ing the next month or so when un- 
employment may reduce them to 
almost starvation point, Whether 
the mission would be an ideal 
means of meeting the diiculty 
which may arise is unimportant 
compared with the fact that the 
owners are depending upon the 
hunger of the coolies to bring 
about those disorders which they 
so glibly threaten, and the authori- 
ties may have to consider whether 
steps should not be taken in this 
connection to see that an innocent 
class subjected to the tugging of 
devil and baker alike, should have 
something done for them to alle- 
viate possible suffering. Tt is 
clearly in the interests of the rick- 
shaw owners, whose regard for the 
pullers has never been of the ten- 
derest, to see that the latter are 
reduced to the greatest possible de- 
privation as an incentive to stir up 
the threatened disorder. 

From the flood of letters which 
have been published on this matter 
during the past four months the 
authorities may remain convinced 
that they are backed with an 
amount of public support which 
should give them the greatest pos- 
sible confidence in dealing with this 
dispute, and in handling the emer 
gencies which may arise. They 
may also be sure, from recent dev 
clopments, that a campaign of de- 
liberate untruth has already been 
started against them, and that, as 
has already been pointed out they 
are being pictured for the delecta- 
tion of the rickshaw coolie as the 
wicked uncle in all this business, 
‘The circular issued to the pullers 
by the Chinese Rickshaw Owners 
Association is a mass of prevarica- 
tion. The money to be collected 
for relief work amongst the pullers 
is represented as depriving the man 
of eight to twelve cakes a day, sug- 
gesting that the Council is’ bent 
upon robbing the man of food, 
which it is a fact he cannot now 
obtain, and, what is more, never 
has been able to. It was not to 
be expected that the owners would 
abstain from endeavouring to show 
the proposed reforms in anything 
but the worst possible Light, or that 
they would refrain from the use of

SAMOS INCIDENT 


‘The shooting incident at Samos in 
which a British naval oMcer was killed 
and another wounded, may be re- 
garded as satisfactorily settled by 
the expression of regrets by the 
‘Turkish Ambassador to London and 
his government, the attendance ot ¢ 
‘Turkish destroyer at the funeral cere 
‘mony held in territorial waters where 
the deceased officer was lost, and the 
promise to pay a certain sum as In- 
demnlty to the relatives of the vietlin 
of the incident. There swas at the 
time of the occurrence some degree 
of dissatisfaction with the official ex- 
planation given’ by the -Tukish 
authorities to the effect that the 
officers who were apparently bathing, 
had been mistaken by a Customs 
‘officer for smugglers, that he. fired| 
‘over thelr heads and that then. be-| 
‘cause they did not stop, fired at them 
with unfortunate resulis, All that is 
now removed by the very frank 
attitude which the Turkish Govern 
‘ment has adopted and the readiness| 
with which they have agreed to make 
all the amends in thelr. power. What 
1s, perhaps, of greater importance to 
Britons {3 the fact that the Govern- 
‘ment seems to have handled the mat- 
ter in a manner altogether differes 
from the way in which other such 
incidents have been settled in other 
parts of the world, Completer speci- 
fication appears to be unnecessary. ‘The 
doctrine involved in this particular 
affair is that a government must be 
responsible for the acts of its officials 
and the Customs offleer was undoub- 
tedly in the pay of his government, 
‘The same doctrine does ‘not alwa 
apply, but, where it does, it & com= 
forting to notice that there is due 
insistence upon its implications. 


DROUGHT BROKEN 


‘With that providential intervention 
which bas influenced historical events 
and helped to get England out of a 
nasty hole in the fourth ‘Test, rain 
has at last fallen in England in op- 
preciable quantities and has broken 
the drought, Although the precise 
‘quantity is ‘not known it does seem 
to have relieved the pressure of water 
shortage at a time when the country 
facing the most serious internal 
problein in decades. It was recently 
Feported by the Metropolitan Water 
Board that the flow at Teddington 
‘welr had decreased to omly 256,000,000 
gallons a day compelling the Board 
to draw on its reserves to the extent 
‘of 100,000,000 gallons a day to mee 
the needs of London in spite of grec 
voluntary restriction. In some cities 
in the north, where rain seems to 
have fallen more heavily, the known 
resources were being méasured by 
‘days, Manchester having only 78 days’ 
supply a month ago. Other cities 
have fared better but the rural dis- 
telets have been worst hit. Owing to 
the smail areas of administration the 
rural district councils have restricted 
financial resources which prevent 
them embarking on big reservoir 
schemes and the weakness of the 
rural water supplies has been vividly 
revealed by the prolonged drought, 
‘Undouptedly, the lesson drawn trom 
‘the present distress is a nationally co- 
ordinatea scheme of water supply and 
the conservation of resources with a 
view to better distribution instead of 
the existing localized schemes which 
meet the needs of larger cities but

CANTON’S CHARCOAL 
MOTOR CARS 


New System Reported to Be 
Working Satisfactorily 


Canton, July 25, 

As far as Canton is concerned, the 
use of charcoal gas as fuel for motor 
vekicles has passed its experimental 
sloge. Buses of several motor trans- 
ortation companies are now equip- 
ped with charcoal-converters and 
the new project is reported to be 
working satisfactorily. 

‘The machinery ordered from a 
foreign firm by the Provincial De- 
partment of Reconstruction for the 
charcoal-converters manufacturing 
lant to be erected here has arrived 
and it is expected that before win- 
ter the factory will be completed 
‘and charcoal gas outfits will be pro- 
duced. 

‘The plan for making extensive use 
of the charcoal gas system as a means 
to cut down the cost of motor fuel 
is being enthusiastically pushed 
‘ahead. Further tests recently con- 
ducted by the Reconstruction De- 
partment are reported to be success- 
ful and have convinced the Canton 
Government officials that the new 
system will save Kuantung province 
millions of dollars and that no time 
should be further wasted in enfore- 
ing its adoption—Reuter.

REVIVING CHINESE 
TEA INDUSTRY 


Efforts Ordered to Improve 
Export Quality 


Nanking, July 29. 

‘As part of its scheme to revive 
the Chinese tea industry, the Minis- 
try of Industries has ordered its 
testing bureaux to raise the standard 
‘quality of Chinese tea for export to 
foreign countries. 

Special efforts will be made to 
prevent the -adulteration of tea by 
unscrupulous merchants. Both black 
‘and green tea for export will not be 
‘allowed to contain more, than 85 per 
cent. of water, while the admixture 
of other foreign ingredients should 
not exceed 7 per cent. 

Regarding the request of the 
‘Kiangst provinclal authorities that 
the Government take steps to ar- 
range the barter of Chinese tea for 
Russian oil, the Ministry has in- 
structed the Foreign Trade Bureau 
to discuss the matter with Soviet 
trade representatives. 

‘The Ministry has’ also received a 
proposal from the Hupeh provincial 
government suggesting the creation 
of a state monopoly on tea, it being 
held that a state monopoly 'will give 
the Government a free hand to work 
out the necessary plans for reviving 
the tea industry. 

‘Both this “proposal and suggested 
barter with Russia are now under 
the consideration of the Ministry, 
which will submit its opinion to the 
National Economie Council as soon 
‘as a full study has been made -of

DROUGHT RELIEF 
MEASURES 


Minister Reviews Steps By 
Government 


Nanking, July 24. 
A. definite drought relief pro 
gramme will be approved by | the 
Chinese Government at _ to-day's| 
meeting of the Executive Yuan. 

Referring to the present drought 
situation in the Yangtze Valley, Mr. 
Cher Kung-po, Minister of Industry, 
stated that Kiangsu, Chekiang, An- 
hwel, Honan, and Kiangsi were the| 
provinces most affected, the situa- 
tion in the first three being especial- 
ly acute. 

Mr. Chen estimated that Kiangsu's 
erops for the current year would b 
short 60,000,000 _pieuls. Sixty-nine 
hsien in ‘Chekiang, he said, were 
effected by the drought, only six 
sien in the entire province being 
free from the calamity. ‘The loss to 
crops in Chekiang alone was esti- 
mated at 18,000,000 piculs. 

In Anhwei province 28 hsien were| 
seriously ravaged by the long 
drought, and 26 hsien slightly af- 
fected, while only six hsien escaped. 
‘At least 30 per cent, of crops had 
been destroyed. 

‘The yield of the 540,000 mow of| 
farm land in and around Shanghai 
would also be greatly reduced, Mr. 
Chen sald. The cotton crops would 
cnly be thirty per cent, of the nor- 
mal yield and low rice-land would 
produce only about fifty per cent, of 
the normal quantity, 

‘The Executive Yuan had instructed 
the various provincial governments, 
‘Me, Chen continued, to enforce re- 
lief measures. It was decided to 
‘appropriate $1,000,000 for the pur~ 
chase of seeds to be distributed in 
various drought-affected districts and 
to appropriate another $200,000 for 
the purchase of water pumps. 

Another decision of the Govern-| 
ment was to establish a special 
bureau to supervise the transporta- 
tion and sale of foodstuffs, thereby. 
encuring adequate distribution of 
food throughout the country and, 
preventing undesirable fluctuation in| 
food prices—Reuter.

‘Swatow, July 21, 

While central China has been gril- 
ling in Its heat-wave, we in the south, 
have been enjoying a summer of un- 
lusual coolness—or had been until a 
Week ago. ‘There had been no long 
continued rain, but we had showers 
fon more days than not, and sometimes 
‘of a very solid sort; so much so that 
there was some anxiety about the 
harvesting of the rice crop. It had to 
be reaped between showers, and a 
ood deal of it in a wetter condition 
than is desirable. 

‘During this last week, however, we 
have had a heat-wave of our own, for 
which apparently the responsibility 
lay with a typhoon which got lodged 
somewhere beyond Formosa and for 
days seemed unable to move, The 
mercury crept up above 90 even in 
‘our rooms, and the nights were very 
‘Uill and airless, Yesterday this came 
to an end with a bit of a gale and a 
good downpour, and a drop of ten 
degrees in the temperature, and we 
hope tnat it will not recur’ this sea- 


Many Sulelds 

‘The reader of the local daily papers 
cannot but be struck with the aum- 
ber of suicides recorded within the 
past month or two. Hardly a couple 
of days pass without one, or a frus- 
trated attempt, being reported (rom 
some part of the town. The favourite 
methods are jumping’ into the sea 
from some point on the front, and 
Fenting a room in a hotel and taking 
olson there, A few days ago a man 
and a woman made assurance doubly 
sure by taking. poison when sitting 
fon a seat beside the river in the 
public park, and then jumping toge- 
ther into the water. ‘They have not 
yet, been identified. 

‘The great majority of these un- 
happy people are young men and 
‘women, and the reasons alleged are 
generally financial difficulties, un- 
happy marriages, or some. complica- 
ion in love affairs. This remarkable 
frequency of suleide must surely be 
symptom of a pessimistic outlook on 
fe which is fairly widespread. 


Motor Road Finished 
‘The motor road between Swatow 
ind Chaochowfu is now. completed, 
tnd the journey may be done accord:

PRIVY COUNCIL ON 
PIRACY 


Actual Robbery Not An 
Essential Element 
SPECIAL TO SHE “ene. neat” 


London, July 26. 

‘The highest court of the Empire, 
to-day found that actual robbery was 
not an essential element in the erime 
of piracy according to the laws of 
nations, and that a frustrated at- 
tempt io commit a piratiel robbery 
was equally a piracy. 

‘This decision was given by Ave 
Lords of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Counell, headed by’ the 
Lord Chancellor (Viscount Sankey), 
after days of arguments by Govern: 
ment lawyers, 

‘The matter arose over an incident 
in Far Eastern waters in which two 
junks chased and fired on a cargo 
junk. ‘Two steamships and a British 
warship intervened and saved the 
allacked vessel. 

‘The jury found the Chinese crew 
in the attacking junks guilty of 
piracy, but the Supreme Court in 
Hongkong released them on the 
‘ground that no piracy had been com- 
‘mitted, as there had been no robbery. 

In giving their decision to-day, 
their Lordships declared that the 
judgment of the Hongkong Court was 
final and that the present proceed 
ings were in no. way an’ appeal; 
from it.

Harbin, July 16. 

‘The general topic of conversation| 
fm Harbin is the water situation, 
whieh is daily causing greater an- 
xlety owing to the incessant rains’ 
which are falling all over the coun- 
try. 

At the beginning of last week, the: 
water was 50 great that it was quite 
impossible for the pumping station 
of Harbin city to clear the streets of 
‘the quantity of rain-water that fell 
every few hours. On the southern 
branch of the CER. the force of the| 
flceds carried away part of the rail- 
way. embankment ‘with the entire 
track, Teaving a gap of about 300] 
yards. 

"Thanks to a lull in the downpour, 
the railway authorities were able te 
arrange for motor-boat service 
cress this gap, and for the past four 
days passengers have been travelling| 
from Harbin to Changchun and vice 
versa with a delay of about six to 
seven hours, these being required to 
transfer them from train to train. AS 
each motor-boat does not carry more 
than ten passengers, it may readily’ 
be imagined that it takes a very con~ 
siderable time to make the transfer 
especially if there is much luggage. 
Yesterday the height of water at this 
gap decreased by two feet, but at

SUBURBS OF HARBIN 
FLOODED 


Breaking of River Bank Near 
Lafa Bridge 
Front Oun Own Connesroxoent 


Harbin, July 21. 

While the attention of the city 
authorities was centred on the dam 
Mt Chinhe, the suburb of Harbin’ 
through which the river broke into 
the elty in 1932 and Foochiatien, the 
Chinese section of the city, which in 
1932 was deep in water ‘for eight 
weeks, the Sungari River, finding that 
{twas being watched closely at these 
vulnerable points, suddenly broke 
Uhrough the dam further down the 
‘ver on the left bank, instead of on 
the right bank. 

‘This occurred yesterday afternoon 
most unexpectedly just below the new 
Eafa railway bridge, it being at first 
reported that the bridge had suffered 
very severely. At this point the 
Village or rather townlet of Machan- 
ou is situated, occupied by several 
‘thousand Chinese inhabitants, and on 
the first rush of water, their shrieks 
could be heard on the ‘opposite bank 
fof the river. The water broke down 
the dam for a distance of twenty 
metres, rushing into the town like a 
torrent, mowing down all the palisad- 
‘es and walls and carrying off all the 
smaller buildings, while cattle, fowl 
land loose property of all kinds floated 
‘off down ‘the stream. 


Evacuation Ordered 


‘The inhabitants got out on their 
roofs, clung to planks and pieces of 
furniture, shouting lustily for help, 
which speedily arrived in the shape 
Jat boats and eraft of every kind from| 
the Harbin side of the river. The 
authorities, hastening down to the 
Spot, saw that there was no hope of 
stopping the torrent and, therefore, 
ordered an evacuation, sending large 
steamers to the spot to assist in the 
removal of the people, but it was 
distinctly stated that no property| 
‘would be accepted on any of the| 
steamers, the saving of life being the 
fone and only concern. 




















‘The police and many of the general 
public-worked with a will picking up’ 
People from the water and after 
several hours of energetic measures, 
the whole of the population were 
transferred to safe quarters. 


Sudden Rush 


‘The suddenness of the rush of water 
was very different to the flood of 
1992 when the public had time to 
gather all their goods and chattels, 
removing to higher parts of the town, 
land, therefore, much property has 
[deen lost. It is not yet known whe- 





ther any lives were lost as everybody 
jhas been too busy to think of his 
neighbours. ‘The housing of so many 
refugees is taxing the authorities to 
the tlmost, but they are successfully 
coping with the catastrophe.

Phenomenal Rains Fill Reservoirs: 1926 Experience 
Recalled: Mui Tsai Decrease

Like great cities the World” over, 
Hongkong is concerned about. the 
future of ner citizenry as far as hous- 
ing conditions ean determine It. Tae 
Colonial Secretary's report for the 
year 1983 explains the situation and 
Tells what is being done to alleviate 
the crowded conditions which modern 
Hongkong has inherited from the days 
of early building. 

In the city of Vietorla the major 
defect ‘ot nousing is due to lack of 
town planning, but since a large pro- 
portion of the ity was ereated in the 
early days’ of the Colony, when town 
planning was little practised even in 
Europe, the conditions to-day ‘are a 
heritage, the elimination of which 
involves immense sums of money and 
probably considerable opposition if 
attempted on a large scale. 

Swatow Notes 

‘The weekly “At Homes” instituted 
at the British Consulate by Mrs, Pratt 
last year are ‘being continued this 
year by Mr. Pratt, Large numbers 
are enjoying them each week.

Called to the Bar 

News was received in Hongkong 
recensly that Mr. George Samuel 
Zimmern nad been called to the Bar,

"He re- 
ceived nis education at the Diocesan 
Boys? Scnool and passed the metrieu- 
lation examination of the University. 
of Hongkong. For several years he 
was an ardent Church ‘worker and 
Was prominently identifed with St. 
Peter's Church's Young Men's Club, 

Proceeding to England in 1928, Mr, 
Zimmern received his B.A. degree at 
Oxford (Keble College) ‘last. year, 
obtaining second class honours in 
‘Modern Greats, Earlier in his course 
he passed the general "ordination 
‘examination with ‘three distinctions, 
He will be returning to Hongkong 
in September. 

Water for Everybody 

‘The phenomenal downpour which 
made memorable a day toward the 
‘end of June nad the effect of “washing 
away” ail Hongkong’s carefully plan- 
ned rationing of water. Now taps 
gush forth a any hour of the day 
‘or night, and there is no longer the 
need to’ dash home fora bath lest 
the supply be cut off inopportunely. 
‘That happened in Hongkong during 
the past months; on days when the 
proverbial dogs and eats were hurt- 
ling down, many a householder tried 
in vain to get a bath. 

But that is all over now. Since 
the end of June a full supply has 
been available in all districts. Before 
the rainfall of the day that wrought 
all this change, the reservoirs had 
922,000,000 gallons of water. Aftér the 
deluge the figure was up to 1,535,000, 
(000 gallons. And more has been col- 
ected almost daily ever since, for 
‘the rainy season is holding its’ own. 

Tt is interesting to note the various 
readings by which the exceptionally 
heavy fall was recorded. At the Wong, 
Nei Chong Reservoir a. little over 
‘eleven inches was recorded for the 
2A hours. “More than two inches came 
down within an hour during the early 
morning of that day, incessant claps 
of thunder and lightning accompany- 
Ang it. 

Comparatively little damage was 
done, minor landslides on the island 
fas well as on the mainiand being the 
‘only mishaps reported, 

1926 Experience Recalled 

Hongkong is able to cope with even 
a phenomonal downfall of rain now 
‘decatise the experience of 1926 taught 
everyone a lesson. At that time, 
several nullahs in various parts. of 
‘the Colony were widened to cope ‘vith 
any simflar situation whieh might 
arise, One of those enlarged was the 
nullah which ran out of Wong Nei 
‘Chong into the Praya past the Jockey 
Club stands. “Although a huge volume 
Gt water exine gushing down that way 
during the recent deluge, no damage 
whatever occurred along that route, 

‘Happy Valley itself was a beautiful 
sight the morning after the heaviest 
rainfall, the place being a sort of 
miniature lake. Here the water 
drained rapidly away, as it did in 
‘most parts of the Colony, when the 
storm ‘ceased. 

‘Mul ‘Tsaf in Hongkong 

‘The number of registered Mui Teal 
in the Colony fell from 3,188 at the 
‘beginning of the year to 2,692 at its 
end, according to the extract dealing 
with the "Mut Teal question “which 
appears in the Report of the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs for 1933. 
































‘This reduction is mainly accounted 
for by permanent departures from the 
Colony, restoration to parents or other 
relatives, and marriage. 

‘Two Assistant Chinese Lady Inspec- 
lors nave worked throughout the year 
with Inspector Fraser in connection 
with Mui Tsai, whose status in Hong- 
kong, by thelr’ efforts, is no longer 
that of slave girls. “These girls, a5 
‘every one knows, are now more mem- 
bers of the family than otherwise, 
though in many cases they receive 
‘wages if that were a. part of the 
agreement with thefr relatives. 

During the past year 86 prosecu- 
Mons were brought under the afui 
‘Tsai Ordinance, with 6) convictions. 
‘Most of the enarges had to do with 
the keeping of unregistered Mui ‘Tsai 
in the Colony. 

New Territories 

‘The report on the New ‘Territories 
for 1933 is not entirely encoureging, 
though there are some bright spo 
in even tnat document. Owing to the 
‘almost complete drought in the early 
Dart ot tne summer, large tracts ot 
addytields were leit unplanted and 
the first crop of rice was a failure. 
Fortunately the rain came at a critical 
ime just when the seedlings for the 
‘second crop were on the point of 
withering, and the crop, which proved 
to be a goa one, was saved, 

Moreover, although the payment of 
Crown rent was slow, largely because 
of the failure of.the’ frst crop, pay= 
ments came in well toward the ead 
of the collection season. Finally only 
$4208 remained outstanding inthe 
Um Of $99,957,53, which is. probably 
4 record for the district. 

‘The year was not oo good for the 
fishing maustzy as the prices obtained 
were iow, ‘The continued heavy cus 
toms auty payable on the import of 
dried fisn into China is having an 
injurious etfeat on the industry, ‘This 
duty exceeds the value of the fish and 
Js a8 high as $3 per picul. 

‘The electric light supply has been 
extended to Castle Peak and Sha- 
laukok. ‘Tne district between Au Tau. 
and Fanling still remains to be ser 
‘ed. ‘Though very popular in marke 
towns, electricity is not being used 
to any extent in the villages nor is 
it likely to be until some redustion 
ig made in the price of current, says 
the report. 

‘There is a storage tank for water 
at Taipo Market, but it has not suc- 
ceeded in bringing the long hopea 
for increase in pressure in the mains. 
‘When the new and larger main now 
lunder construation is completed the 
full benefit of the new tank should 
be felt 

‘As is often the case in such locall- 
ties, the registration of births and 
deaths aid not work satisfactorily for 
a long time. Tt was not easy to per- 
suade the villagers that there wis no 
ulterior motive at the back of the 
government's decision to enforce the 
Jaw, “A number of prosecutions had 
to be undertaken before the people 
made any ‘move toward registration, 
but now the system is well establish- 
ed. 


College Without a Home 


A unique institution in Hongkong is 
the Munsang College, which has a 
record of almost ten years’ service 
ack of it, but which has never yet 
owned its own home. ‘The total ex- 
penditure tor the upkeep of the col- 
loge tor the past nine years is some- 
where around $59,000, while the item 
rent alone comes tothe stupendous 
sum of over . 

‘Sir William Shenton addressed the 
students on their recent prize day, 
while Mr. R. Huang, the headmaster, 
discussed’ the progress made by the 
campaign towards erecting a building 
to house the college's various depart- 
ments.

CANTON PUTS CURB 
ON “GOLD RUSH” 


Exploited Mines Claimed to 
Be on Government Land 


Canton, July 25. 

‘The gold “rush” at Ta Tu Po Shan 
in Kuantung province, started by 
the news that gold deposits have 
been discovered there, has come 10 
an abrupt end as a result of the 
Canton Governinent’s action to stop 
enauthorized exploitation of she 
mines, 

It is announced that the Govern- 
ment is sending gendarmes to te 
Yenping district, where the Ta Tu 
Po Shan mountain is located, to stop 
further digging by the villagers. 

Following the discovery of rich 
gold deposits in the mountain, in- 
habitants in the neighbourhood 
streamed to the area and it is stated 
that over 10,000 taels of gold have 
actually been removed. Another 
goldfleld is reported to have been 
discovered ‘in another spot in the 
same district. 

‘The Canton authorities claim that 
both areas are on government land 
‘and unauthorized exploitation by in- 
dividuals is therefore not permitted, 

‘The troops ‘sent to the ‘mountain 
have express orders to take drastic 
measures to guard the discoveries.

CANTON MOVES TO AID 
RICKSHAWS 


Exploitation of Pullers Being 
Combatted 


Canton, July 25,

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BIG INCREASE IN LICENCE 
RATES 


City Government Decides On 
New Seal 


‘The City Government of Shanghai 
has decided on a big increase on 
‘motor car licence rates, it was learn- 
ed from reliable sources on. 
‘Monday (July 23). ‘Though the 
new rates have | received the 
approval of higher authorities, no 
order has been issued to the Bureau 
of Public Utilities by the City 
Government for enforcement. The 
City Government is also. to increase 
Migence rates ‘on other vehicles. 

"The rates on motor vehicle licences 
were revised on January 1 this year. 
‘The forthcoming increase promises 
to be the first substantial one since 
1030, The increase is being made to 
meet the growing expenses in the 
maintenance of public roads in view 
of the increasing mileage of high- 
ways. 

Tt is estimated that the increase will 
bring a yearly additional revenue of 
$240,000 to the City Government. 


Increase Defended 
Interviewed regarding the proposed 











inerease in. motor licence fees, 
Mr. J. K. Choy, Commissioner of 
Finance of the’ Greater Shanghai 


‘Munieipal Government, said that even, 
‘after the proposed increase is put 
in force, the Chinese licence fees will 
Yemain substantially lower than those 
charged by the International Settle 
ment and) French Concession au- 
thorities, despite the far greater 
mileage’ of available Chinese "roads. 
‘The Finance Commissioner stated:— 

"The proposed increase has been 
approved by the Provisional Muni- 
cipal Council and sanctioned by the 
Executive Yuan of the Central 
Government after careful considera~ 
tion of the relevant facts. 

“Miles and miles of roads have 
been built in Chinese territory out 
of general revenue. If the building 
of these roads had been dependent 
solely on receipts from motor ear 
‘and truck licences, most of the roads 
would not be in ‘existence to-day, 

“These new roads have had to be 
maintained and Kept in good con= 
dition out of general municipal rev- 
enue. In view of the extent of the 
Greater Shanghai area, most of the 
roads run through sparsely inhabited 
farm land with: practically no sub- 
stantial revenue such as house rates 
for their support. On the other hand, 
all the roads of the two foreign settle 
ments run through highly congested 
‘areas, which yield an enormous rev~ 
enue from house rates,

Council Confirms Com 


‘THe Shanghai Municipal Couneit 
last Wednesday confirmed the minutes 
of a meeting of the Public Utilities 
Committee at which consideration 
was given a memorandum by. the 
Commissioner of Public Works on 
‘public transport in the Settlement. 
Tnasmuch as certain aspects of this 
comprehensive report appeared to be 
more. properly questions for the 
‘Trafic Committee, the discussion by 
the Uilities Commiitice was primarily 
confined to the transport problem as 
Sffecting the tramway and omnibus 
Companies’ undertakings. 

Upon the question of improvement 
‘ot the tramway service, the opinion 
Wwas expressed that the ‘Tramway Co. 
was ‘unlikely at this date to under- 
take extensive capital expenditure in 
‘he absence of any intimation by the 
Council of its intention to exercise or 
otherwise in 1940 its right to purchase 
‘the undertaking. 

Tt was pointed out that the terms 
‘of the tramway franchise were per- 
Detual, except that at the expiratiqn 
of 35 years (ie, 1940) or of any 
Subsequent period of seven years, the 
Council may give six months’ notice 
‘to purchase the undertaking as 
going concern: the price to be fixed 
‘By arbitration at a fair market value 
without any allowance being mad 
for compulsory purchase or good 
will. 

‘The Commissioner of Public Works 
was of opinion that it was desirable 
to determine in the first instance 
What improvements in the services 
were required. In regard to the rail 
aystem—a system which had been 

ybandoned in many cities—he was of 
‘opinion, taking into consideration 
Yocal ‘conditions, that st would be 
dificult to replace this by an alter- 
native and more satisfactory system. 








Against Overhead System 


He had carefully studied the pro- 
posals for an overhead railway which 
Pad. been advanced from time to 
time, and had reached the conclusion 
that'‘suen a system of public trans 
portation was not feasible for the 
Settlement alone. A disadvantage of 
‘an overhead system at the present 
time would be that large numbers of 
persons alighting would be concen- 
Trated at various points, thus tending 
still further to aggravate traffic condi 
tions. 

‘Upon a member enquiring whether 
‘a fast moving tramear service could 
be established in Avenue Edward Vil, 
‘he Commissioner slated that there 
was an agreement between the two 
Councils debarring such service, 

In his memorandum the Commis- 
sioner had suggested the possibility 
‘of Temoval of the rail system and its 
Feplacement by double-decked trolley 
buses. He sald that the additional 
trolley buses could be Linked up with 
the existing trolley bus system more 
‘easily than with the existing rail

SHANGHAI CINEMA 
CENSORS BUSY 


21 Films Banned Last Year: 
Only Eight in Hongkong 


‘While only eight films were definite 
ty banned by the Hongkong censors 
last year. according to a late news 
despatch, 21 films were proscribed 
by the ‘Shanghai Police during the 
same period. Four others were not 
shown here because of special cit~ 
‘cumstances. 

‘The Hongkong Censor decided 
against ten films in 1983, but two of 
these were subsequently allowed to 
be sereened after appeals had been 
taken to the Censor Board. The 
total number of feature films sub- 
mitted for censorship purposes was 
4903. ‘The grounds on which cinemas 
fare rejected in Hongkong, besides 
indgceney, are mainly political, and 
in this. connection great care is 
exercised in the consideration of 
Sino-Japanese themes and of subjects 
relating to civil conflict in China. 
‘The so-called “gangster” films also 
are keenly scrutinized and frequently 
Tejected or at Teast cut, 

Diting 1933 the Shanghai Muntcipat 
Police censored 590 feature films, 
850 “shorts” 
ber of reviews, representing 4,866,- 
856 feet of film. "In 109 cases the pic- 
tures were only approved after parts 
to which the ‘police objected had 
been cut out. ‘The censors failed to 
approve of 34 films, and in eighteen 
of these eases no appeal was made. 
Of the remaining pictures three were 
finally rejected by the Board of 
Film” Censors and thirteen were 
passed after objectionable parts had 
Been delated. Permission to exhibit 
four of the latter, however, was 
‘withheld owing to extraordinary elr- 
cumstances.

through the Settlement, which is 
now almost entirely confined to the 
Central District, it was essential that 
this should be diverted farther west. 


Lack of Co-ordination 


In the present system the lack of 
continuity and co-ordination between 
the various railed and trolley bus 
services was a defect. If the scheme 
to remove nearer the river the tram~ 
way tracks on The Bund were carried 
‘out, then the Commissioner advocated 
the replacement of the Garden Bridge 
by a structure 80 ft. in width. He 
was not in favour of the operation of 
double deck tramcars on the existing 
rail system owing to the narrow 
auge of the tracks. Reverting to the 
Suggestion to replace the rail system 
by double-deck’ trolley buses, the 
Commissioner stated that whilst the 
trolley buses would assist traifie con- 
ditions on account of being able to 
pull up at the side ofthe road, in 
Practice it would be found that rick- 
shaw traffic prevented the buses from 
keeping to the side of the road while 
in motion. A weakness of any trolley 
car system operated by overhead 
wires was that, unlike omnibuses, 
these vehicles were unable to over- 
take one another. 

Members of the Commitee were 
unanimous as to the desirability of 
‘the general question of improvements 
in ‘public ‘transportation facilities 
being taken up with the Chinese 
and French Municipal authorities as 
a preliminary step. The Committee 
also agreed that it should be ascer- 
tained from the Tramway Co. what 
steps it is prepared to take to effect 
improvements in equipment. 

‘The Committee also thought that 
extension of existing routes was quite 
‘as important as improvement in 
‘equipment, but it was recognized that 
the “former question was largely 
dependent upon agreement being 
reached with the neighbouring Muni- 
cipal authorities.

A. swimming pool for residents of 
the Western Distriat, to be built in 
[Singapore Park, in Singapore Road 
near Kiaochow' Road, is to be in- 
jeluded in the Budget for 1999, ac- 
cording to a decision made” last 
Wednesday at a meeting of the 
Shanghal Municipal Council.

‘The Commissioner of Public Works 
submitted to the Works Committee a 
‘plan showing a pool at the south end 
Jot Cad. Lot 5970, Singapore Park. He 
stated that it was not proposed to 
Jproceea with this provision during 
the current year, but that if his pro- 
jposa} regarding ‘the site were ap- 
proved, the necessary appropriation 
for the construction of the pool 
would” be included in the 1835 
lestimates, He requested authority for 
the ‘commencement of this work in 
December or January next in order 
[that the pool would be available for 
juse at the commencement of the 1935 
[summer season.

Mr. A. G. Nugent 


There will be many in Shanghal, 
especially clubmen and those of the 
sporting fraternity, who will be 
sorry to learn that a message from 
Home reports the death, on June 16, 
from a heat stroke, of Mr. Arthur 
Gordon Nugent, who retired from 
the Municipal Couneit service a few 
years ago. 

‘Mr. Nugent originally came to the 
Far Enst as a bank clerk. When the 
Great War broke out, he immediately 
volunteered for service and ,was a 
member of the first large group to 
sail from Shanghai— the Suwa Maru 
contingent. He gained a commission 
fand served through the war with 
the Bulls. On ‘returning to Shang- 
hal he entered the Council's service 
‘and became one of the senior mem- 
bers of the Secretariat. 

He was a Marlborough boy, which 
Ig almost the equivalent of’ saying’ 
that he was Intensely fond of all field 
sports, He attained considerable pro- 
ficiency at Rugby, and it is believed, 
‘offhand, that he played in an Inter 
port match for Shanghal. In later 
Yeats, racing was his great hobby. 
‘Though not professing to be anything 
wonderful as a horseman, he had & 
spell. of race-tiding and at least 
could claim to be one of the few 
to have ridden in matches on the 
Shanghai course.

Five Instances of Requests

Out of the last five instances in 
which assistance has been asked of 
me by retailers in the collection of 
debt, only one could be described as 
excusably incurred. Two were for 
bar and cabaret chits, one was for 
rather expensive piece of silver, 
fone from a wine merchant, and one 
(probably excusable) for rent. 

‘When an employer is asked to bring 
pressure to bear on an employee (0 
pay his debts it is usually too late: 
his debts are too heavy. “Retailer” 
must be aware that it is illegal to 
deduct outstanding debts from salary; 
the only other alternative is dismissal, 
and this, however regrettable, is 
perhaps the soundest course to adopt. 

‘The accumulation of debt can only 
be prevented by the seller, who is too 
often tempted to take a chance when

‘The Statistical OMtice of the Imports 
and Exports Department reports that, 
fn terms of Hongkong currency, the 
trade of the Colony declined during | 
the first halt year of 1934, as come 
pared with the corresponding period 
of 1933; imports being less by 245] 
Ber cent and exports less by 303 per 
Cent. 

In the first half year of 1984 imports 
were declared at a value of $1955 
millions (£142 millions), as compared 
with $259.0 millions (£170 millions), 
in the frst half year of 1933; exports 
{totalled $157.1 millions (2114 mil- 
Mons) as against $211.6 millions 
(2139 millions). 

Comparative statistics show that 
Japan, China and the Netherlands| 
East Indies increased their shares of| 
the Imports into the Colony, while| 
Great Britain, U.S.A. French Indo- 
China. Siam, Germany, British Mal 
ya, India, 
corded decreases. 

‘The Japanese share of “the total 
Import ‘trade almost doubled: in the 
frst halt year of 1993 It amounted to 
44 per cent and in the frst half year 
of 1934 to 80 per cent. 

‘The Piece Goods imports trade de- 
clined from $36.4 millions in the first 
half year of 1983 to $288 millions, in 
the first halt year of 1934, the share 
of the United Kingdom falling from 
284 per cent. ($10.3 millions), to 146 
er cent. ($42 millions): while the 
‘share of Japan increased from 8. per| 
cent, ($29 millions) to 154 per cent. 
($44 millions). The north China| 
share of this trade has "steadily 
Inereased from 220 per cent. in the 
frst half year of 1931 to 293" per 
cent in 1982, 469 per cent in 1933 
‘and $29 per cent in 1084.

‘The traffic case against Mr. Dudley 
‘Brinsden was concluded in H.M. Police 
Court on Saturday shortly before 
1pm, Mr. Brinsden was found guilty 
fon the two charges and was fined £10 
‘or two months imprisonment | in 
respect of both, The Registrar, Mr. 
1.7, Morris, summing up after Mr. H. 
Lipson Ward, of Messrs, Pla, White- 
Cooper & Co,, terminated the case for 
the detence, said that he was inclined 
to believe ‘the medical evidence of 
Dr. C. Bennett rather than that of 
Dr. B. G. Gauntlett, since the former 
had examined. the ‘defendant only 
half an hour after the accident, while 
‘the latter's examination was some 
two hours later. He believed the 
other witnesses for the prosecution, 
though one Chinese constable seemed 
lunsatistactory, but the evidence as a 
whole had not been shaken, 3f it 





were possible he would have liked | 


to have given the defendant any 
benefit of the doubt, 

‘Mr. F. G. Livingstone of Messrs 
‘Hansons conducted the prosecution. 
‘Messrs. Ranald G, MeDonald and 
Linguan Woo held a watching briet 
‘on behalf of the Chinese involved in 
the collision with Br. Brinsden's car. 
‘The accident occurred close to the 
Grand ‘Theatre on July 18 at about 
9pm.

‘The concluding evidence given for 
the defence was that of Dr. E. G. 
Gauntlett, who arrived at Sinza 
Police Station on the night of the: 
accident at about 11 pam, and con+ 
@ucted an examination of the de-| 
fendant. He agreed with the ques- 
tion put by Mr. Lipson Ward that 
the smell of alcohol did not neces- 
sarily mean a man was drunk. He 
‘also agreed with the ruling made 
by a select. committee of the 
British Medical Association that the 
symptoms of intoxication were 
Similar to those of sudden nervous 
shock. Further if Mr. Brinsden had 
had no alcohol after 845 pm. he 
must have been drunk before that, 
‘and he agreed, that if he was sober 
before 845 pm. then these conelu- 
sions were wrong. 

Dr. Gauntleit said he examined 
the patient who had given a similar 
account as to that which he stated 
in court. He sald it was possible 
for a man suffering from ‘sudden’ 
nervous shock to act automatically 
without knowing what he was do- 
ing. After his examination he con: 
sidered his condition was due more 
to sudden nervous shock than in- 
toxication, 

In his cross-examination Mr. 
Livingstone stated that although he 
‘was not speaking from personal 
experience Caughter), he believed! 
that after a drunken “man vomited 
the effect was to sober him, ‘This 
was agreed to by Dr. Gauntlett 
Referring to the evidence given by 
Dr. Bennett on the flushed appear- 
ance of the accused, Mr. Livingstone 
asked if it was not’ true that a sud- 
den nervous shock would probably 
tend to make the face pale. Dr. 
Gauntlett replied that this | would 
only be the case if it affected the 
person's heart.

‘They came into Bubbling 
Well Road from Park Road shortly 
after 9 pm. and noticed a large crowd 
‘ear the Grand Theatre. On further 
investigation they found one car, an 
‘Austin 12, numbered 2687, which had 
‘evidently ‘been involved ina collision. 

Det.-Sergt. Craig went on one side 
of the vehicie and Det.-Sergt. Gazeley 
on the other. Det-Sergi. Craig 
Stated re found the accused leaning 
against an electric light pole sup- 
ported by a lady.

Shortly after- 
wards the accused fell off) and 
vomited. 


He had heard it suggested by Mr. 
Lees, who also came down with the 
‘accused, that he should call a doctor. 
Dr. Gauntlett arrived a few minutes 
before 11 pm. He had assisted the 
‘accused into another room and was 
present while Dr. Gauntlett examined 
Mr. Brinsden. He put him through 
various tests. ‘The accused was told to 
stand up with his heels together. This 
he did but when he was told to close 
his eyes he swayed backwards and 
forwards. “He was then told to walk 
towards the door and turn round and 
come back. Sergeant Taylor said he 
id this but he took unnatural strides 
and also swayed a little from left to 
right, 

‘Dr. Gauntlett then questioned the 
accused but at this point another 
policeman entered the room, and 
Sergeant Taylor was unable to say 
what the questions or answers were, 
that were put to the accused, 

In cross-examination Mr. Lipson 
Ward asked why the witness was 
present at the examination which he 
alleged was a private one. — Sergt. 
Taylor answered that it was gen- 
erally understood in cases of this 
ature that a policeman might be 
present, but if he had been asked to 
fo out of the room he would have 
done $0. Also, since the accused was 
in his charge it was his duty to look 
‘after him and see he came to no 
harm. 

In his evidence on Friday Dr. 
©. Bennett, who is in charge of 
the Shanghai General Hospital, said 
that the accused had been brought 
into the emergency room at about

“When I came into the room.” 
said Dr. Bennett, “I saw the accused 
Somiting copiously into a bucket. 
He was on a couch and T asked him 
where he came from and he replied,

News of paramount importance to 
‘ereditors who have recovered judg~ 


ments in the US. Court. became 
Known on Tuesday uly 24) 
in the couse of the case of 
L. EB Hudecv. Grant Mark 


‘and the China Finance Corporation, 
‘when the court indicated that a new 
tule of court is under contemplation 
‘whereby a supplementary proceedings 
would be set-up so that judgment 
debtors can be eited into court for 
an examination as to their assets, 
ransfers of property and the like. 
‘The rule, however, hias not yet been | 
formulated 
‘Judge Milton J. Helmick granted 
the plaintiff in the case the right of 
extreme amendment to set up an 
entirely different cause of action in 
the form of a Creditor's Bill. The 
necessity for amendment and change 
of the nature of the action arose 
from the circumistance that the plain~ 
tif was unable to sue out a Writ of 
Garnishment against the China 
Finance Corporation to attach moneys: 
allegedly due from it to the defend- 
ant, Mr. Mark, because there was no’ 
judge of the WS. Court at the time 
and no writs could be issued. Con- 
sequently the plaintiff filed a com- 
plaint asking an injunction to restrain 
the China Finance Corporation from 
paying over money to Mr. Mark. No 
injunction could be issued in” the 
absence of a judge and apart trom 
service of the complaint, nothing 
further was done. The money, it is 
‘said by plaintif's counsel, Mr. N. F. 
Allman, has been paid over. Since 
‘an injtinetion would now be frult- 
less, the plaintif® desired to proceed 
with the case on the theory of a 
creditor's proceeding. ‘The court 
permitted this but held the complaint 
would have to be amended to set up 
{the proper allegations for the purpose, 
‘The plaintiff is now ‘seeking to 
recover $19,849.02 for services ren- 
dered by him as architect for the 
Grand Theatre from August, 1931, to 
June, 1933, and for which’ he was 
granted judgment against Mr. Mark 
on February 20, 1984. Mr, Mark was 
doing business ‘under the firm name 
of the Greater Theater Syndicate at 
the tlme the obligation was incurred. 
Something of his financial difeul~ 
ties were aired when Mr: Allman 
alleged in court that the defendant 
had ‘become involved in dimeulties 
with his employers, the China Finance 
Corporation, which terminated its 
‘agreement with him.

Heavy Gaol Terms for 
‘Terrorists 


Four members of the so-called 
“ron and Blood Corps for the Ex- 
termination of Traitors” were sen- 
tenced to imprisonment ranging 
from six to twelve years by the 
High Court of Appeal on Thursday on 
charges of having’ indulged in ter- 
rorist activities in the International 
Settlement in 1932, ineluding a mur- 
der, bomb-throwing, and assaults on 
merchants whom the accused held to 
hhave dealt in Japanese goods despite 
their warning, and on charges of be- 
ing in possession of arms and am- 
‘munition. 

‘The four accused, all of whom 
were shop assistants’ at the time of 
their arrest in November, 1932, are 
Liu ‘Tsong-woo, native of Talyang, 
25; Pan Hong-sung, native of Soo- 
chow, 20; Zau Soong-zeu, Soochow 
man, 20; and Dien S-yang, native of 
Shachsing, 22. ‘The first accused was 
sentenced to seven year's imprison 
ment, the second and fourth to six 
years’ imprisonment, while the third 
‘one to a twelve years’ gaol term, 
Five pistols and 44 rounds of am- 
munition were confiscated, 


With the exception of the term 
given to the first accused which re- 
mains the same as the one given 
by the First Special District Court, 
the other three accused drew much 
heavier terms than the original sen- 
fences. By the judgment of the 
First Special District Court delivered. 
in January, 1933, the second and 
third accused were sent to gaol for, 
respectively, three and four months 
while the fourth received a sentence 
of two months’ imprisonment! 
Suspended for two, years 

As a result of police appeal against 
the decision, much heavier sentences 
‘were passed on the four accused by 
the Second Branch Kiangsu High 
Court on July 12. By this judg- 
ment, the first three accused were 

entenced to twelve years’ imprison- 
yent each, while the fourth received

Emmanuel Kottel Gets 10 Years 


‘Although ‘he was found not guilty 
Jon the charge of having twice 
attempted to take the life of his wife, 
Emmanuel Kottel (or Monia Hotal 
Russian, last Wednesday was cot 
vieted on the accusation of succes- 
sively and purposely causing grievous 
bodily harm to another person and 
‘was sentenced to ten years” impri- 
sonment by the First Special District 
Court. 

‘The arrest of Emmanuel Kotte! and 
his subsequent appearance before the 
JCourt were the aftermath of an ugly 
affair at the York Dry Cleaning Store, 
1136 Bubbling Well Road, on June 18, 
Jwhen Esphir Kottel, (or ‘Asia Kotal), 
24-year old Russian woman, was 
seriously burned about her face and 
Ineek by sulphuric acid thrown at her.

Emmanuel Kottel, "was amended to 
Jone of attempted murder, i: being 
alleged by the police that the Russian 
not only had thrown acid at his wife, 
Jbut had made an attempt to kill her 
by trying to insert a bottle of 
[sulphuric acid Into her mouth, 

‘A second charge of attempted 
murder was specified against. Em- 
manuel Kottel_ who was alleged to 
have attempted to kill his wife by 
shooting with a pistol in March last 
when they lived at 41" Verdun 
‘Terrace, Avenue du Roi Albert. Th 
Russian’ was further accused of being 
Hfound in possession of frearms with= 
out licence. 

‘The accusations of having twice 
jattempted to kill his wife were 
denied by Emmanuel Kottel_ when 
questioned by the Judge. The prisoner 
maintained that he had only’ threat- 
Jened his wife with shooting, but that 
he had never had the real’ intention 
of killing her. The Russian also 
denied having tried to pour sulphuric 
acid down his wife's throat as alleged 
by the police.

Europe Horrified: Civil War Breaks Out in Attempt 
to Overthrow Government 


‘WT/HILE church bells were tolling and prayers being offered through- 

out Austria in memory of the slain Chancellor, Dr. Engelbert 
Dolifuss, who was shot and killed in the Chancellery on Wednesday by 
Austrian Nazis, civil war broke out yesterday in Austria as the rebels 
clashed with Government forces for the control of half a dozen cities in 


the province of Upper Styria. 


The attempted putsch in the provinces is being effectively crushed. 


‘The insurrectionary leaders in Styri 


been arrested, while troops are investing the Carinthian towns of Stveit, 
Feldkirchen and St. Andre, each held by rebels about 600 strong. 

‘The main question is to round up the rebels with the least possible 
loss of life and damage to property. 

‘Vienna itself is rapidly returning to normal. 
for three-quarters of a mile had been formed by ten o'clock this morning 
‘at the Rathausplatz to file past the body of the late Chancellor, Dr. 


Dollfuss. 


‘Meanwhile, according to reports trom the Carinthian border, two 
battalions of Italian troops have moved to Raibl and Tarvisio, but no 
border incidents have been notified —Reuter. 


‘Murder Deseribea 
‘Vienna, July 26, 

Dr. Dollfuss was shot ‘and fatally 
wounded yesterday after he and other 
members of the Cabinet had been 
captured by Austrian Nazis and held 
prisoner in the Federal Chancellery. 

‘Dr, Kurt Schuschnigg, the 39-year- 
old “Minister of Educatlon—a strong 
Catholie and an ardent monarchist— 
assumed the Chancellorship last 
ight, 

Following the death of Dr. Doll- 
fuss, martial law.

‘The first move made by the rebels 
was at 1130 yesterday morning 
while a meeting of the Cabinet was 
In progress, A party of 160 Austrian 
‘Nazis, ali wearing police uniforms, 
met in an athletic club, laid their 
final plans and then rushed to the 
chamber where the Cabinet was in 
session.

‘Marshal Lyoutey will go. back to 
the land of his conquest for eternity. 
Inside the vine-covered walls of the 
ruined Roman city of Chella, the 
Sala Colonia of the Roman Empire, 
just outside the Moslem capital of 
Rabat, along the Atlantic shores, a 
tomb 'was erected at his own request 
for the great soldier, 

‘Scorning the Invalides of Napoleon 
where Foch, the Little Corporal and 
scores of great soldiers of the Empire 
and Republic are buried, he desired 
to be buried in Morocco, Scene of 
hhis greatest accomplishments. 

Born in Nancy on November 17, 
1854, Marshal Lyautey was the son of! 
Ja French engineer, a general in-| 
Ispector of Roads and Bridges. He 
attended the infantry school at St- 
‘Cyr but it was 1892 before he reached 
the grade of cavalry captain. He 
first attracted attention for the essay’ 
he wrote on “The social role of an| 
‘OMmcer.” 

His colonial career began in 1604 
in Indo-China when he first put into 
‘application the method of colonizing 
by using the native rather than by 
driving him out and taking bis land. 
In 1898, Marshal Lyautey was made 
chief of staff of the Army of Occu- 
ppation of Indo-China and took part 
in the Upper Tonking campaign 
which fixed the frontier between the 
French colony and China. 

‘As Lieutenant-Colonel, be was. 
jcalled to Madagascar in 1696 and was 
‘allowed to use his peaceful penetra~ 
tion methods to pacify the southern 
half of the island. His success 
brought him the rank of Brigadier- 
General and, in 1004, he was sent 
to the southern Oran region where 
France had been trying for 100 years 
to pacity the desert tribesmen. 

‘With two soldiers. later ‘to make 
thelr own glory, ‘Mangin and 
Gouraud, as aides. ne et about to 
enetrate and pacify Moreco. AS 
recently as 1912, he was shut up in 
‘2 Louse in Fez, cultura capital of 
Morocco, with a handful of troops— 
lhwld prisoner by the Mcors for 21 
days. Tn that same year, he was 
Jelected as one of the 40 immortals 
‘of the French Academy and awarded 
the baton of Marshal of France, the 
only rewards he ever desired and 
obtained. 

Recalled to France in 191 
named Minister of War.

‘China in 1927,

With the heat, the humidity, and 
the situation in’ Europe what’ they 
are, it is a relief to be able to turn 
to the Chinese press and Iearn what 
things are agitating the minds of 
some at least of the population of 
‘this country. In any other part of 
the world. the discovery of the 
bones of a dragon about a mi 
Jong would have excited the in- 
terest of every scientist within a 
reachable radius. But here, possi- 
ily owing to the implications of 
the title of this column, “in view 
of the labour involved, the search 
was abandoned.” ‘The finding of 
the skeléton of ‘a whole dragon is, 
most people will agree, a consider~ 
able improvement upon the skele- 
tons of megatheriums reconstructed 
in the west out of the discovery of 
‘a more slither of bone. What fol- 
low are a selection of stories trom 
the Chinese newspapers, reproduc~ 
ed but not vouched for, 


‘While digging a ditch in Chu 
Village, about fifteen miles trom 
Yutse Hsien, Chihli, workers dis+ 
covered a skeleton of enormous 
proportions. It extended for about 
mile, and though the workers 
continued on digging for some di 
tance further, the skull was still 
uncovered. In view of the labour 
involved, the search for the skull 
‘was abandoned. According to the 
elder villagers, the skeleton was 
that of a huge dragon and the bones 
could cure all kinds of skin diseases, 
A large number of villagers flocked 
to the place to secure the bones, 
‘and many’ were cured of their skin 
troubles. 








A fisherman by tlie name of 
‘Wang Kong in Haiphong captured 
huge fish along the Kuangtung 
coast, It weighed 400 catties.and 
it took four men to lift it. The 
head was very thick and free of 
Seales, the mouth was small but 
contained no teeth, the eyes were 
bigger than a man’s fists, there were 
two holes in its head, on each side 
‘was a small fin, but along its belly 
‘was another three feet long. The 
skin was very tough. It was sold 
to the Chien Ho Restaurant and cut 


open, its skin being two inches 
thick, In a kind of pouch found 
beneath the lower jaw, ten live 


fishes of the same species were 
found. ‘The only difference was 
in colour, the presumed parent-fish 
being datk grey, while the smaller 
‘ones were light blue. Tn general 
shape the fish resembled a whale, 
but there the likeness ceased. ‘The 
live fishes were later on exhibited 
fat the market place and viewed by 
thousands. 

‘To the west of Peking is located 
the tomb of a family named Chu 
wherein are planted more than ten 
pine trees, all very old. Recently, 
some of the trees blossomed forth 
with bunches of yellow flowers. As 
this was an unusual phenomenon, 
the tomb-keeper informed his mai 
ter. ‘The news soon spread and 
now daily visitors come to witness 
this unusual sight. 

Because of repeated fires of 
strange. origin, the inhabitants of 
Wel Loh District, Wusih, believe 
that a fox spirit is troubling them.

Particulars of the demonstration and 
machine appear on page 168 of this 
issue, We feel, however, that a 
certain number of people look upon 
this latest machine as simply a dem- 
onstration aeroplane and one which 
‘was specially lightened so as to be 
able to make its very spectacular 
flying possible. We have been as- 
sured and have had it proved to us 
‘that with the exception of actual am- 
munition and a gun, the full war 
‘time equipment was ‘carried, which 
included a full set of radio including 
battery, oxygen eylinders and equip= 
‘ment for high altitude flying, ammun|- 
tion containers, sights, etc. ete. Ty is 
‘true that no passenger occupied the 
rear cockpit, but there was a. very 
‘good reason for that as everyone who 
saw the flying can readily appreciate, 
‘But in place of the passenger was caz- 
sled an equivalent load of lead shot. 





After reading these facts, it will be 
perfectly obvious that the high perfor~ 
mance and great manceuvrability was 
not obtained by artificial means. 


Glider Progress 





For some time past enormous 
strides have been made in the de 
velopment of the “glider. As is well 


known, ‘this form of flying was at- 
tempted by the ancients in their 
endeavours to solve the problems of 
Aight. But it was not ‘until com- 
paratively recent days that gliding as 
8 sport and for commercial, purposes 
was af all successtul. 

Gliding meetings are held regularly 
the world over now, and the novelty 
is beginning to wear off. From Rus- 
sia we have had the news of the 
successful Might of a “glider train”, 
that is, a number of gliders towed 
by one aeroplane. ‘The possibilities 
of such a procedure do not need 
enlarging upon. We now have the 
news that a record number of loops 
Ina glider has been set up by Miss 
Joan Meakin, who after being towed 
to 4,500 feet over Bristol Airport, 
England, was released and completed 
18 loops before landing, thus beating 
Frau Hauna Riche's bag of 15 loops.
